DEMONSTRATORS FIRED ON. 


A Reuter Berlin telegram of Saturday says :— 
A demonstration to-day by Berlin Communists 
in the Lustgarten, opposite the Royal Castle, 
in celebration of the anniversary of the deaths 
of Karl Liebknecht and Rosa Luxumburg, ended 
in a bloody encounter with the police. Detaiis 
as to the number of dead and wounded are as 
yet lacking, but if ie known that at least four 
people have been wounded. 

Later.—Some 8,000 people attended the Com- 
munist demonstration in the Lustgarten. Herr 
Srlt, the leader of the electric workers, in the 
course of a fiery s ii vehemently denounced 
the Government, and demanded its speedy over- 
throw. Later, a procession of 6,000 people 
marched along the Unter den Linden, in the 
direction of the Brandenburg Gate, and broke 
through the police cordon at the Charlotten- 
strasse, into the area, which, for the protection 
of the Reichstag building, is closed by law to 
demonstrations. A second police cordon at 
Friedrichstrasse was also forced. The crowd 
then halted before the Russian Embassy, cheer- 
ing the Soviet Government. When the crowd 
finally tried to rush a third cordon at the Wil- 
helmstrasse a shot was fired, apparently from 
thé Brandenburg Gate. It was followed by 
more shots, whereupon the crowd, in a wild 
panic, fled in all directions.

Liebknecht. Communist demonstrators came 
into collision with the police, whom they at- 
tacked with sticks and knuckle dusters, but the 
police, after receiving reinforcements, were 
eventually able to disperse the crowd of about 
2,000 people.

Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, and Rumania, 
have proposed a conference to be held at Rome, 
which the Italians would welcome. Another sug- 
gestion is to hold a conference at Pressburg. It 
is felt, however, that the whole situation is 
much too urgent for this. The trouble is that 
Austria has nothing to give, and, unless the 
Allies put Austria in a position to restore trade 
with her neighbours, she will merely be existing 
on charity. 

There are two schemes before the Reparations 
Commission. One is that the Allies, imcluding 
the United States, should make a large joint 
credity and, in return, take over various Govern- 
ment monopolies in Austria, but this involves 
great difficulties both,in regard to money and 
responsibility. 

One estimate is that it would require 
£50,000,000 to put Austria once more on her 
legs. It will thus be seen that the position is as 
urgent and grave as it could well be.

The report of the Royal Commission on 
Dublin University, which is published 
to-day, makes a series of recommenda- 
tions in regard to the application 
made by the University for financial 
assistance from the State. 

The Commission was empowered to investi- 
gate the financial of the 
University and the administration and 
application of these resources. 

Many important suggestions are made, the 
carrying out of which, it is estimated, 
will cost £49,000 per annum over and 
above the present annual cost. The 
Commission unanimously recommends 
an annual grant from public funds of 
this amount and also an immediate

non-recurrent grant of £113,000 for the 
provision of new buildings, reconstruc- 
tion, and necessary repairs. 

It appears from an authoritative state- 
ment from Trinity College, which we 
also publish te-day, that there is some 
doubt as to how the recommendations of 
the Commission with regard to the 
annual grant will be affected by the 
provision of £30,000 which is made in 
the Government of Ireland Act. 

This latter, naturally, will only become 
effective if, and when the Act comes 
into operation in Southern Ireland. 
The Act contains no reference to a 
building and _ reconstruction grant 
such as is recommended by the Royal 
Commission. : 


SUGGESTED REFORMS: EFFECTS OF THE WAR, 


The report of the Royal Commission appointed 
by the Home Secretary to consider “ the appli-

The effect of the war on the number of men 
students is shown by the decrease from 1,074 
on January lst, 1914, to 844 in 1915; 611 im 1916,

undergraduates abandoned their studies to join 
the naval and military forces of the Crown. 

We are furthermore informed that of the 
1,026 men students on the College books in the 
Spring Term, 1920, over 35 per cent. were ex- 
Service students in receipt of education grants 
from the Government. Of a total of 900 grants 
awarded by the Irish Office throughout the 
whole of Ireland since the inauguration of the 
scheme, 403 have been awarded to ex-Service 
students of the University of Dublin who would 
been unable to resume their 
studies.

Turning to the financial losses and sacrifices 
of the University, we find that the facilities 
afforded to students.to enable them to join the 
forces involved the teaching staff, more particu- 
larly the Junior Fellows, in immediate loss 
The incomes of the Tutor-Fellows depend largely 
on the fees paid by the students, and with the 
decline in numbers there came a serious diminu- 
tion in the amount of fees received, as is shown

The loss was so heavy that the Tutor-Feilows 
were obliged to make use of the College credit 
to borrow a sum of about £10,000 during the 
four years of war. 

The salaries of the Professors, though not 
subject on the whole to the same fluctuations as 
the incomes of the Fellows aad Tutors, were on 
a low scale even before the war, and remained, 
with few exceptions, unchanged until 1919, when 


per annum. The total losses of the Tutors and 
Professors as shown is £17,682. It was asked 
that these losses should be made good, either 
whole or in part, by a special grant from the 
State. The Treasury made a non-recurrent 
erant of £12,000 for this purpose. 

~ We find from an analysis of the Bursar’s ac- 
counts for the years 1913, 1918, and 1919 that 
the finances of the College were Managed with 
the utmost care, that the ordinary amenities of 
University life were cut off, and necessary ex- 
renses reduced to the barest minimum. The 
most rigid economy was éxercised with regard 
to food, iight, fuel, repairs, and all the ordinary 
expenses of maintenance. 

RECOMMENDATIONS OF 

FURTHER GENERAL REFORMS. 

The Commissioners, in their report, give their 
views regarding some further cg ais which 
scem to them desirable in the general interests 
of Trinity College. 

THE BOARD. 

Ín past. years, when the College embraced 
cnlv the Schools of Arte, Divinity, and Medicine, 
its government was naturally confided to the 
Provost and the seven Senior Fellows. Probably 
‘no Governing Body could have discharged its 
duties more efficiently, on the whole, than they 
did. But since those days the studies pursued 
in the College have been so greatly extended as 
now to require the sympathetic supervision of a 
widely qualified authority. we 

Not only have the old humanistic subjects of 
tuition assumed a modern and more complex 
phase, but Science in all its departments has 
invaded the University, and now takes a lead- 
ing part in attracting and in educating the 
students, thus contributing a fresh accession ot 
strength to the imstitution.

EFFECT OF GRANT UNDER HOME 
RULE ACT. 
The findings of the Royal Commission on 
Dublin University, which are published to-day, 
were submitted last evening to the authorities 
of Trinity College, from whom the following 
statement has been obtained :+- 
“The Royal Commission recommends that an 
annual subsidy of £49,000 a yeaf should be pro- 
vided from public funds for the University of 
Dublin. A private copy of the report having 
been submitted to the Cabinet in November, and 
Mr. Fisher having reviewed the circumstances, 
it was decided that £30,000 should be granted, as 
set out in the Home Rule Act—that is to say 
that, instead of the £49,000 which the Commis- 
sion reported as necessary, so far only £30,000 
has been secured for the Uniersity. Even this 
sum will only become available when the Home 
Rule Act,becomes operative for Southern Ire- 
land, so that at the present moment the 
authorities of Trinity College are in some 
anxiety as to the immediate future. 
“Furthermore, no mention has been made in 
the Act of any grant for capital purposes, such 
az the Commiasioners recommended, to the ex- 
tent of £113,000. It will be necessary for the 
Government to be pressed on this point as soon 
as may be, because building operations are 
urgently needed in the interests of the Medical 
School and of the Library. 

“ A chemical laboratory must be provided im- 
mediately, as the existing building is quite in- 
adequate for modern requirements. New labroa- 
tories will have to be bu']t for the Professor of 
Bacteriology, and proper provision must be made 
for ‘the Professor of Comparative Anatomy and 
Zoology. The demand upon the Library space 
bas become so greatly increased that additional 
storage must be provided and a new reading 
room must be built.”

OF THE HOME RULE 

ACT. 

Clause 64, Sub-Section (2), of the Government 
of Ireland Act provides as follows :— 

There shall be paid annually, out of moneys 
provided by the Parliament of Southern Ire- 
land to Trinity .College, Dublin, a sum of

succession of brilliant scholars, without clerical 
assistance.” They recommended thet at least a 
chartered eccountant should be appointed to be 
the external auditor of the accounts of the Col- 
lege and that an $nnual summary of these ac- 
counts should be published. 

In the course of inquiries we found that the 
clerical work connected with the College finances 
‘continues to be heavy and 13s still largely in the 
hands ot the Senior and Junior Bursars, and 
that these offices are still filled by brilliant 
scholars. The Junior Bursar, Mr. E. J. Gwynn, 
confessed to us that most of his time was taken 
up in signing receipts. He is a distinguished 
authority on Celtic languages and literature. 
If he were relieved of the drudgery of book- 
keeping and receipt-signing he would obviously 
be free to devote more time to those studies in 
which he is renowned. In particular, he would 
be better able to add fresh lustre to Irish 
seholarship by translating and making known 
to the world some of the ample and still un- 
published store of ancient manuscripis in the 
libraries of Trinity College and of the Reyal 
Jrish Academy. . Again, the Bursar, Dr. Louis 
Claude Purser, one of the most distinguished 
Latin scholars of our time, no longer gives to 
the students of Trinity College the stimulus of 
his many’ classical accomplishments, but has 
much of his time consumed by work of which 
a portion might well be relegated to the clerical 
staff. 

We consider that the financial work of the 
College should be to a greater extent entrusted 
to professional assistants, so as to relicve the 
Bursars from the burden which at present they 
bear. When all fees are paid into an office 
manned hy capable clerks the Junior Bursar 
will be better enabled_to perform his educational 
work. 


COMPLEXITY OF THE SOURCES OF 
SALARIES. 


No feature of the financial arrangements of 
Trinity College has appeared to us so strange 
as the number and singularly varied character 
of the sources whence salaries are paid to 
Fellows and Professors. This feature has, no 
doubt, sorne historical interest in showing how 
in the course of successive generations the re- 
sources ‘of the College have gradually been 
gathered together. But it must be somewhat 
perplexing to the recipients of the salaries. In 
come cases the income of a Professor is drawn 
from more fhan half a dozen sources, some of 
which are liable to such annual variation that 
he cannot always reckon with certainty what 


will assuredly continue to increase as years pass, 
for there can be no doubt thet we are 
entering into a new era wherein Science, pure 
and applied, while ocsling to the feme and the 
educational uecfulness of Trinity College, will 
unavoidably make incréasing demands on its 
financial resources. It is of the utmost import- 
ance that these demands should be considered 
with sympathetic wisdom by the Governing 
Body ard that this Body should be fully com- 
petent for the task. 
Ii will be remembered that the Royal Commis- 
sion of 1906-7 was eo much impressed by the 
one-sided composition of the Governing Body

LIQUOR TRAFFIC IN CANADA. 
The Times Correspondent at Toronto, tcle- 


graphing on Satarday, states:—Thirty Liberal 


members of the Quebee Legislature are showing 
opposition to the Government's 
policy of taking control of the sale of liquor. 
They are willing that the Government should 
control import, but they want the eale of liquor 
to the public to be carried out by authorised 
vendors. Startling unofficial figures with re- 
gard to the traffic in liquor in the Province are 
reported. There is a 5 per cent. tax on every 
bottle of liquor sold by the vendors, but while 
the vendors report total sales to the amount of 
1,500,000 dollars (about £375,000), reports from 
importers indicate that they have scld over 
6,000,600 dollars (£1,500,000) worth to. vendors. 
It is also asserted that the total value of liquor 
imports into the Province is now nearly 
75,000,000 dollars (£18,750,000) a year, and that, 
while there are 2,000 physicians in the Province, 
tens of thousands of liquor prescriptions have 
been issued chiefly by a few doctors, some of 
whom employ a rubber stairp, and eell prescrip- 
tions wholesale. 


SCENES IN TURKISH BATH 
HOUSES. 


A Times Constantinople telegram of January 
12th says:—The utmost indignation has been 
aroused here owing to the action of the 
Russian refugees in taking possession of the 
bath houses. The price of admission to the 
baths is about ninepence, which is cheaper than 
the cheapest hotel. As many Russians have 
permanently installed themselves, the regular 
clientele is unable to obtain admission. Last 
night a large bath in’ Stamboul was the scene 
of an extraordinary battle, owing to the arrival 
of a large number of Russians after the bath 
had already been crowded. The proprietor 
closed and locked the door, and intitmated that 
the house was full, but the crowd, still further 
increased by late-comers, refused to listen, an 
broke oren the door and took the bath by 
storm. When the Allied police arrived they 
found the Russians packed like pickled her- 
rings. The commands of the police were use- 
less, and the Russians were left in triumphant 
possession. To-day a deputation of bath house 
proprietors petitioned the Government íor pie 
tection, on the ground that the barhs are be- 
coming centres of infection to the nitive pepue 
lation.

The giving of pensions 
to Fellows, however, has been in operation for 
at least forty years. 

_We are of opinion that the compulsory re- 
tirement of a Professor or other officer at a 
certain age limit, irrespective of his continued 
fitness for the duties of his office, is not de- 
sirable. We would suggest that the scale on 
which pensions shall be given shall be that of 
a maximum of two-thirds of the final salary at 
the end of thirty years of service. 

SALARIES AND GENERAL FUNDS OF THE 

COLLEGE. 

In Part VI. of our Report we state in detail 
the salaries which we think should be assigned 
to the Professors and other officials of the 
Callege. But besides this necessary outlay 
the College will require, as the Provost has re- 
minded us, a considerable sum of money for 
the general expenses of maintenance. 

We have examined the ordinary items of 
domestic expenditure—eg., wages, fuel, light, 
water, material, in the accounts for 1913, 1918, 
and 1919. 

We are of opinion that in order to meet the 
unavoidable increase of household expenditure 
due to the war, an annual sum of £10,000 will 
be required. We are further of opinion that 
an additional sum of £2,000 per annum, not 
earmarked, should be made available for the 
general expenges of the College which are at 
present unforeseen. 

NUMBER OF EXAMINATIONS. 

It was decided by the Commiesioners of 
1906-7 that in their opinion the public examina- 
tions at Trinity College are so numerous as to 
impair the teaching power of the staff. The 
same opinion was expressed to these Com. 
missioners by the Dean of St. Patrick’s, now 
Provost of the College, who hae assured us that 
he holds it more strongly than ever. We 
strongly recommend that the Board should 
take this subject into early and _ serious 


THE MURDER OF MICHAEL 
O'BRIEN. 


RESULT OF MILITARY INQUIRY. 


The following report of the military inquiry 
into the ci ces with the 
murder of Michael O’Brien is officially issued 
by the military authorities, 

A Military Court of Inquir 
inquest was held at Mater H 
concerning the death of Michael O’ 
civilian, of Dromod, 8 who was shot on 
the night of November 13th, 1920, and died ín 
hospital on December 2nd. 

A witness stated that O'Brien was brought, 
into his house and placed on the kitchen floor. 
On being asked what was the matter with him, 
he said that Thomas D'Arcy had shot him with 
a revolver. 

Another witness stated that between 8 p.m. 
and 9 p.m. on the night in guestion he was ín 
the company of O’Brien. On the way home 
they were joined by three male friends. He 
and one of the men walked on in front, and 
O’Brien and two others followed at a distance 
of about eighty ‘yards. Just before they 
reached Corgreagh cross-roads they passed two 
men whom they did not recognise, and who 
flashed electric lights in their faces. One of 
the strangers told them to go home. The two 
men then passed on and the witness and his 
companion turned back towards a bend in the 
road to enable them to see if their three com- 
rades were following. They could see the 
strangers quite distinctly when they were pass- 
ing their comrades, as the latter were pushing 
their bicycles, which had lighted lamps on them. 
After the strangers passed their friends they 
flashed electric lights on them also, and Michael 
O’Brien turned round. The witness then saw 
a revolver in the hand of one of the men. Two 
shots followed almést immediately. O’Brien 
fell down in the road, and the strangers ran 
away. As they did so O’Brien called out 
“ D'Arcy shot me.” The man who fired the 
shot, added the witness, was the smaller of 
the two men. He was about 5ft. in height 
and stoutish. 

In answer to questions put to him, the wit- 
ness said he was about 10 yards from Michael 
O’Brien when he was shot. At the time the 
strangers told them to go home he and his 
companion thought something suspicious was 
happening, and that was why they turned 
back. They were in the habit of returning 
by that particular road from Shercock. The 
way the strangers used their lamps clearly in- 
dicated that they were waiting for someone. 

Another witness stated that at the time the 
electric lights were flashed on O’Brien the latter 
turned his bicycle lamp full on the strangers 
and they all got a good view of them.

ALLEGED THIEVES CHASED BY 
POLICEMEN, 

Two men, stated to have been soldiers in 
uniform from Portobello Barracks, were 
arrested in Dublin on Saturday night on sus- 
picion of being concerned in a robbery from 
Messrs. Payne Brothers’ tobacco shop, 15 South 
Leinster street. One of the men was in- 
jured in attempting to escape, and was taken, 
frst to Mercer's Hospital, and then to King 
George V. Hospital, where he is detained under 
guard. The other man was kept in the custody 
of the police. 

Miss Payne

stated that a man in 
of a private soldier entered 
the shop about half-past seven on 
Saturday night and asked for a packet of 
cigarettes. He tendered a shilling, and when 
she opened the cash-boxto get change, he sud- 
denly presented a revolver at her and demanded 
money. Under threats, she gave him copper 
and silver coins to the total value of nearly 
£5. He demanded notes, but. she gaid that she 
had none. He then ‘“‘ backed” to the door, 
and, turning, ran off. Miss Payne went into 
% back room and told her mother and a man 
named Michael Hastings who was there what 
had happened. Hastings. ran out in pursuit, 
and Mrs. Payne went to Kildare street and in. 
formed the two policemen on duty there. 
Hastings saw the soldier join another one in 
Clare street, and they went down a cul de sac, 
returning in a few minutes. The policemen 
then arrived on the scene, and the two men 
were pointed out, whereupon they ran towards 
Westland row. The police called upon them to 
halt, and they did so, one of them giving him- 
self up, but the other drew a revolver, fired a 
shot, and then ran away. A private motor car 
which was passing pulled up, and the driver 
told the policeman to jump on the footboard. 
The car was driven after the man, who turned 
at the Grosvenor Hotel and fired another shot. 

A soldier who was coming from the hotel at 
ence grappled with the man, and with thé aid 
of the iceman he was disarmed and put in 
the ak ‘sent of the car. The policeman kept 
hold of the prisoner’s arm, but as they were 
being driven along Brunswick street the man 
wrenched himself free and tried to jump over 
the side of the car. His feet caught in the 
hood stays and his head struck the read. The 
car was stopped, but as the man was badly 
hurt he was driven to Mercer’s Hospital, where 
the wound was stitched.: Later, at the direc 
tion of the military authorities, he was 
taken to King George V. Hospital. The re- 
volver was found to be a non-service, five. 
chambered American pattern weapon. It con- 
tained two live rounds, two spent, -and one 
which had misfired. No casualties occurred as 
a result of the shooting. The other man was 
detained at the College Police Station.

A DAIL EIREANN MANIFESTO. 


At a district court-martial in Waterford, 
Thomas Maher, Bridge street, Callan, County 
Kilkenny, was charged with having in his 
possession a manifesto, headed “ Dail Eireann,” 
which contained inter alia the following state- 
ment :—‘ The enemy has declared that there are 
too many men in ireland, and he is anxious to 
clear them out. It is because of their growing 
numbers and éfficient military organisation that 
the British Army is at present in a state of 
disorganisation. The long drawn out struggle 
is reaching its final stages, and Ireland is 
winning. No one realises this more clearly 
than the enemy, and his recent admissions 

rove it. His cunning and his brute force 

ave availed him nothing in the end. There is 
just one chance left him, and that is to stimu- 
late emigration. It saved him once before, and 
it might do so again. The young men of Ire- 
land must stand fast. To leave their country 
at this supreme crisis would be nothing less than 
base desertion in the face of the enemy. We 
look upon those Irishmen who have joined the 
enemys forces as degenerates, and rightly so. 
All that is needed is a little more patience, and 
then a bracing up for the final tussle. Before 
that we must have no deserters.” The accused 
refused to recognise the Court, and, evidence of 
the finding of the document having been given, 
the Court reserved judgment.

ACCUSED SOLDIER ACOUITTED. 


The trial of a lance-corporal of the 1st The 
King's Own Royal Regiment on a ch of the 
wilful murder of a woman named Elizabeth 
Carberry at Dame lane, off Dame street, Dub- 
lin, on the night of the 26th-27th October last, 
was resumed and concl before a Field 
Genera! Courtmartial at the Courthouse, Kil- 
mainham, Dublin, on Saturday. 

At the sitting of the Court, the President 
said that he desired to make a correction in re- 
gard to the newspaper reports -of Friday's 
proceedings. In the evidence of a woman wit- 
ness as to what she heard in Dame lane she 
was reported as having said she heard the de- 
ceased use the words, “ Good night, Corporal. 
a words should have been, “Good night, 


OFFICER’S EVIDENCE, 
Evidence for the prosecution was then pro- 


ceeded with, and a milit@ry officer, who was the 
first witness, said that after a certain hour on 
the morning of the 27th October he left the 
Bank of Ireland in an armoured car, returning 
to Richmond Barracks. At about the bottom 
of the hill north of the South Dublin Union he 
met the accused. It was 1 o'clock when wit- 
ness left the bank, and when he took up the 
accused it etruck him that be had been run- 
ning, because he had his cap in his hand. Wit- 


ness took him on board, and the accused told 
him that he had been assaulted by civilians, 
and that he ran away, and out-distanced them. 
Accused went into the guardroom and reported 
himself. 

In crose-examination, witness said that the 
accused was quite sober and calm. 

A police constable who was in charge at the 
Detective Office in Brunswick street on the oc- 
casion in question stated that at 2.20 o’clock on 
the morning of the 27th October he received 
& particular message over the telephone. 

Witness, in reply to the Court, gave the name 
of the person from whom he had received the 
message, and in cross-examination stated that 
he reported the message. 

A private soldier, who was one of a guard in 


Richmond Barracks on the night of the 27th 
October, stated, in reply to the prosecutor, 
that he heard an armoured car stop outside 
the gate at 1.30 o'clock or thereabouts. He let 
in the lance-corporal, whom he told to report 
to the guardroom. He had no cap-badge. Wit- 
ness recognised the accused as the lance- 
corporal. ,; 

A corporal, in examination, deposed to being 
on duty in Richmond Barracks on the same oc- 
casion. About 1.20 o’clock on the morning of 
the 27th October accused reported to the guard- 
room. He told witness that he had been 
chased by civilians. His knees were wet; they 
were black, as if he had been kneeling down. 

Cross-examined, witness stated that -accused 
was quite calm and collected. There was an- 
other man also who had no cap or cap-badge. 

ACCUSED’S MOVEMENTS. 

A private eoldier gave evidence that he 
remembered the evening of the 26th October. 
He met the accused before 6 o'clock, and was 
with him up to about 11.10. Between 9.30 and 
10 o'clock the accused left witness for: about 
half an hour. He (accused) met a young lady 
in Sackville street. Witness saw them go to 
Parnell street together. About half an hour 
afterwards accused came back to him in the 
same place in Sackville street. They walked 
to Coliege Green to get the car. They walked 
from College Green to Dame street, and turned 
up a @bort, small street on the left hand side 
there. He did not know the name of the 
street. hey passed two civilians, who were 


| talking to a young lady. Between 11 o'clock 


and 11.10 he left.the accused in this vicinity. 
As they were passing the girl said, “' Hello, 
soldiers.” Witness and accused passed on. The 
last time witness saw the accused that night 
was 11.10 o'clock, Witness saw accused the fol. 
lowing morning. He told witness that some 
civilians stopped him, asked him for a match, 
and began arguing with him. 

In cross-examination, witness said that he 
remembered clearly what happened. Witness 
admitted that he gave two statements. It was 
between 9.30 and 10 o'clock that accused met 
his lady friend, though in his first statement, 
made a few days after the occurrence, witness 
said that the accused was away with a young 
lady for 20 or 30 minutes, and when he re- 
turned it was 10.50 p.m. Witness admitted 
that he confused the night of the 26th October 
with another night he was with the accused in 
the same lane. The gir) and the civilians had 
disappeared the second time witness went back 
to the lane that night after looking out to see 
if a tram was coming. Witness admitted that 
he was “guessing” at the time, as he did not 
look at a clock. 

The case for the prosecution then closed, and 
counsel for the defence submitted that there 
was no évidence in the case to warrant the 
Court convicting, and under the circumstances 
be submitted that it was not necessary to call 
evidence for the defence. 

THE FINDING. 

The Court retired to consider the point. 

On returning, the President announced that 
the Court had carefully considered the evi- 
dence, and were of opinion that the evidence 
for the prosecution did not support the charge, 
and the accused was, therefore, acquitted. He 
peas be taken back to barracks and there re- 
eased. 


THE ESCAPE OF THE 
GOEBEN. 


SIR BERKELEY MILNE’S DIFFICULTIES. 

Admiral Sir Berkeley Milne’s first article on 
the naval operations in the Mediterranean, 
where he was the British Commander-in-Chief 
at the outbreak of war, appeared in the Sunday 
Express yesterday. 

The Admiral states that the Admiralty have 
not “ thought proper to take any action to cor- 
rect the ericneous impression Which, in my 
view, is Soengages by the official historian’s 
presentation of the case.” Sir Julian Corbett’s 
summary of my instructions is sufficiently 
accurate so far as it goes, he says. The phrase, 
“what he was to éc in the case of war,” how- 
ever, may not be clearly understood by the 
public. As Commander-in-Chief, I had in my 
possession written instructions given to me by 
the Admiralty. It was in the discretion of the 
Admiralty to direct me to proceed in accordance 
with those instructions or to telegraph new 
orders varying them. In the event of my re- 
ceiving no new orders, the written instructions 
stood. He proceeds:—On Monday, August 3, 
I received further instructions from the Ad- 
miralty. Those instructions were of the 
greatest moment. The significant clause was: 
"but the Goeben is your objective.” That order 
clearly indicated that two immediate objects 
were to be pursued simultaneously—the watch 
upon Austria and Italy in the Adriatic, and the 
watch upon the Goeben, and that of the two 
the watch upon the Goeben was the more im- 
portant... There were also to be fulfilled the 
earlier instructions—that I was to protect the 
transport of the French African Army, and to 
avoid being brought to action by superior 
forces. 

During the day of August 4 two of Admiral 
Milne’s battle-cruisers, the Indomitable and In- 
defatigable, shadowed the Goeben and Breslau 
from the Algerian coast towards the east. At 
5 p.m. on Tuesday, August 4, about the time 
when the two battJe-cruisers lost sight of the 
Goeben, I received authority from the Ad- 
miralty to engage the German vessels should they 
attack the French transports. The oocasion did 
not arise, and the order was cancelled in the 
subsequent telegram, received two hours later, 
informing me that the British ultimatum pre- 
sented to Germany would expire at midnigh 
and that no acts of war should be committ 
before that hour. At 6 p.m. on the same day 
I received information and instructions from 
the Admiralty that seriously affected the 
strategic situation. These were that Italy had 
declared strict neutrality, which was to be 
rigidly respected, and that no ship of war was 

pass within six miles of the Ttalian coast. 
The effect of the order was to bar the Straits 
of Messina, presumably to both -belligerents 
but certainly to British ships. There ore, if 
‘the Goeben and Breslau éntered the Straits 
they could not be followed. 

_As my instructions strictly forbade me to 
enter the Straits of Messina, he says later, 
having detailed the dispositions made of ships 
under his command, I was obliged, in order 
.to take up the requisite ition, to come down 
ee coast of Sicily.

However, Í do not think that this is 
a matter which the bishops and the General 
Synod could. deal with, further than to give 
their approbation of the scheme, which, I have 
no doubt, they would gladly do. They would 
not have the power, as representatives of a 
voluntary Church, to enforce any method of 
payment of the clergy other than upon a 
voluntary system; nor could the diocesan 
synods or councils do more than to recommend 
the scheme. But the laity of every parish 
could tax themselves, and the eelect vestries 
strike a rate.” Even so, there would require 
to be absolute willingness on the part of every 
contributor in the parish to fall in with the 
proposal, and very probably most Church- 
men, at least in the South, would be willing 
to do so. 

The system proposed by Mr. Wade ap- 
proximates to a truly Scriptural method—that 
of proportionate giving. With the Jew this 
was compulsory, He was required to give a 
tenth, and free-will offerings followed.

FRIENDS OR ENEMIES? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

_ Sir,—I have read your article on wild birds 
in yesterday’s Irish Times with feelings of 
amusement. As‘I have completed my Fort - 
eighth year of life, and have spent all that time 
in the country, I think you will admit that I 
should know something abous the habits of the 
thrush and the blackbird; and I can assure you 
that they will never eat a worm if there is any 
other food to be had. No doubt, if driven to 
the verge of starvation, they will consume a 
certain amount of grubs, maggots, etc., and in 
the spring, when other food is scarce, the thrush 
will eat a few snails. From the moment, how- 
ever, when the first cherry ripens till the last 
apple is gathered these peste eat nothing but 
fruit and other products of the garden. The 
thrush forsakes its pastime of snai -hunting and 
eats the ripe sides off every strawberry it can 
find. The blackbird considers the young green 
currants (whether of the black, white, or red 
variety) a delicacy, and will quickly strip the 
bushes of them unless they are netted. oose- 
berries, raspberries, apples, plums, and pears 
are attacked in turn as they ripen, and there 
is no means of scaring away these voracious 
pirates; nothing seems to frighten them. 

Peas are an espécial delicacy with them, and 
last summer every pod on four long rows of 
excellent marrowfats was destroyed by our 
feathered friends in my garden. ‘Shoul your 
garden be visited by a pair of bullfinches in the 
spring, you will have neither plums nor goose- 
berries in that year, ae these dear little birds 
will pick off and devour a small portion of 
every fruit-bearing bud, throwing the remeinder 
on the ground. If you sow the seed of cabbage, 
cauliflower, broccoli, radish, lettuce or celery, 
you must quickly cover them with a net or 
rabbit-wire; else the chaffinch and the linnet 
will quickly gobble the lot. The tomtit ably 
assists the blackbird and thrush in devouring 
fruit. May the gourmet who delights in black- 
bird pie continue to flourish, and may good 
digestion wait upon his appetite—Yours, ete.,

. DAY INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sizr,—In his interesting address at the open- 
ing meeting of the Statistical and Social Inquiry 
Society of Ireland, the Lord Chief Justice re- 
ferred to the good work carried out by the in- 
dustrial schools, and expressed the opinion that, 
by the removal of children from temptation, 
the schools had been an important agency in 
the prevention of crime. I was glad to note 
his advocacy of the establishment of day in- 
dustrial schools, a question in which I was par- 
ticularly interested for several years of my life. 
The establishment of such schools in Ireland 
would have been probably now an accomplished 
fact but for the intervention of the war. In 
Dublin and Belfast the question had been under 
earnest consideratiop, and in the latter city the 
details for the establishment of such a school 
were well advanced at the commencement of the 
war. 

I had an opportunity of visiting a number of 
day industrial schools in London, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Edinburgh, and Glasgow, and the 

ood effects on home life of the training given 

the children in these schools were reported 
to be yery gratifying and encouraging, and the 
after-results of the training were extremely 
satisfactory. These schools are eminently 
suited to an ever-growing class of children, 
whose poverty leads to truancy and non-attend- 
ance at school,- and thence, by too easy a 
transition, to juvenile delinquency, and often 
to crime. The daily combination of elementary 
education and industrial training is reflected on 
the homes of the children, won this early in- 
dustrial training lays the foundation for the 
steady and skilled workman. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the advocacy 
of the Lord Chief Justice will assist in the early 
establishment of day industrial schools.—Yours,

LABOUR AND SHORT TIME. 


CRITICISM OF SCOTTISH TRADE UNION 
CONGRESS. 


Some strong -criticiem was made on the Go- 
vernment’s short-time proposal as a palliative 
for unemployment at a special Scottish Trade 
Union Congress held at Glasgow on Saturday. 

Mr. C. N. Gallie, Railway Clerks’ Association, 
who presided, in opening the discussion, said 
that the representative men in the movement 
regarded the situation as the most serious which 
has existed in the last quarter of a century. 
It was evident to him that concerted action, 
though of a tentative kind, has been taken by 
employers’ iations in this country and the 
United States to break through conditions which 
were established during the war, and reduce 
the eubsistence level of the workers. The 
failure of the Government to open up trade 
with Central Europe and Russia was one of the 
biggest factors in the present crisis, and every- 
thing pointed to unemployment as being still 
further developed. It was only fair of the 
average worker to say that he had little is 
clination to bring about a revolution in this 
country, but, unless the Government took 
drastic steps to relieve the position, convention 
and constitution might have to stand on one 
side and necessity become the order of the 
day. Regarding the State being equal to the 
financial burden involved, he contended that 
any country which could pay a guinea a day 
to ex-officers, who formed the “ Black-and-Tan-” 
Cadet Force, for the repression of the common 
Irish people, end could build battleships up to a

BELFAST GRAND JURY RECALLED. 

The Grand Jury sworn at the opening of the 
Ulster Assizes early in December was recalled 
on Saturday morning, by direction of _ 
Justice Pim. Addressing the Grand Jury, o 
which the Right Hon. Sir James Johnston was 
foreman, his lordship said that they were now 
approaching the end of an Assize un aralleled 
in the history of Ireland for its length, and it 
had been a time of trial to a great many—not 
only to the police, but the public of Belfast, 
and more especially to the common jurors of 
the city, who had to attend there day after 
day. His duty, continued his lordship, was to 
deliver the jails, and since the 2nd December, 
when he first came there, there had been a cer- 
tain yumber of persons lodged in jail, and 
were still there. He thought it his duty, so 
far as those people were concerned, to have 
their cases decided, so that when he went home 
the jails would have no one in them except 
those condemned, save such as might be sent 
in after the Grand Jury was discharged.

a á before noon the Grand Jury returned 
with true bills in every case, except one, marked 
““Not informed,” in which they had no evi- 
dence. 

His Lordship, addressing the Grand Jury in 
discharging them, said—And now I wish you and 
the City of Belfast a very happy New Year, 
and, above all, a successful and tranquil New 
Year. I hope that when dealing with the next 
assizes—you may have your own judge here or 
otherwise—the judge will not have to go through 
the sad story I have had to listen to.

bie loss. The fact of this railway loss may 
have an important bearing on road transport, 
but, seeing that its direct results on the rail- 
ways themselves cannot as yet be accurately pre- 
licted, its indirect influence on the roads pre- 
sents a difficult problem. One can only do one’s 
best to reason out the future. That is the 
nearest to foresight that the human can achieve 
isavs Motor Transport). Many hink that the 
railway deficiency cannot be remedied by rate 
increases ; in fact, there are some who attribute 
the present loss to the throttling effect of high 
charges combined with exterior reasons, such as 
excessive taxation. If that is so, Increases can 
only be avoided, or decreases rendered noseir 
by lower wages all round, and lower wages will 
only be possible with lower living costs. _ The 
cost of living affords the key of the position, 
and as already it shows a downward tendency, 
and there are prospects that it may come down 
very materially before any definite steps at rate 
adjustment are taken, it would not be wise for 
road transport interests to bank on a rise in 
railway charges, especially since, even as things 
are, the road is in a very favourable position.
